Curtis of the 
engineering department filed applica- 
tions with Forest Supervisor Rige- 
low for permits to build power plants 
on lands within the government forest 
reserve in Sierra county. 

Water will be carried by flumes and 
canais from North Yuba River at a 
a point below Sierra City, the in- 
take of the Sierra county system, to 
the site of the main power-house, near 
Downileville. 

Much of the preliminary work has 
been done. Permits for the construc- 
tion of power plants along the Rubi- 
con River behind Lake Tahoe, have 
been obtained from the government irf 
the name of the Rubicon Water and 
Power Company, said to be subsidiary 
to the Southern Pacific. A force of 


The firat power plant will be located 
at Hale's Camp, in Northern Eldorado 
county, and the second om the banks 
of the Rubicon River. With the power 
system completed, the company will 
displace steam motive power on its 
mountain division with electricity.

Among the most notable of the dec- 
orations, and the most extensive de- 
sign undertaken, is that of the Ham- 
burger dullding at Eighth street and 


Broadway. A peculiar point in this 
decorative scheme is that the beauti-

0 building stands forth untouched 
by the mark of streamer or festoon, 
and the adornment, which is on the 
walks around the three sides of this 
mammoth building, serves to set forth 
its beauty. 


A series of towers, connected with 
festoons, is the motif of this scheme 
of adornment. each of the 


three corners of the building on the 
street lines, and at the extreme out- 
side edge of the sidewalk, arise state- 
ly white towers. They are 114 we 
at their base, and arise to a height of 
fitty-eight feet. 

In graceful lines the towers diminish 
in size until at the capita! an airy bal- 
ustrade encloses the four sides of a 
space from which arises a large star. 
outlined in small electric lights and 
from the center of the column extends 
* a slender flagstaff, the crown 

which ts a ball of fire, composed of 
many electric lighte. 

Masses of purple lights are placed on 
the corners of the balust with 
charming effect. Between the three 
main towers has been placed a series 
of lesser shafts, each 7x8 feet at the 
base and rising thirty feet. Each of 
these lesser columns is surmounted by 
golden urns on stands of 
each column is outlined with small 
electric lights. Between these and the 
main corner towers are swung double 
festoons of white and purple Japanese 
lanterns covering electric lights. 

The .building itself stands forth in 


| the center of this exquisite decurative 


scheme, outlined from ground floor line 


to cornice with hundreds of electric 
giobes. A thirty-six-foot flag pole 
arises from the building a 


mammoth flag. 

It is estimated that this decorative 
effect has required an outlay of more 
than $5000. It was the work of James 
Lang & Company.

Ms figures, with the hands point- 
ing to the hour of 11 are of electric 
lights. In the center is an elk’s head 
or heroic proportions and the letters, 
„B. PF. 0. E.“ Purple and white are 
used exclusively in the dial and the 
elk is of bronze and gold. The entire 
building is outlined in alternate whits 
and purple lights. The dials, Is 
said, are the largest single pieces of 
papier-maché work ever placed in 
decorative work. and were manu- 
factured in this city. 

JULY SNOWSTORM. 
An elk standing in the midst of a 

seene, while snowflakes sift 
down in constant motion is the design 
presented in the large windows of the 
Lyon-McKinney-Smith Company on 
Sixth street, between Spring and 
Broadway. It is a charming picture. 
Harris & Frank use a large dial as 
their centerpiece, and from this broad 
streamers of Elke colors extend to 
the top of the building. Elks’ heads 
and festoons of white and purple form 
the base for each window of the en- 
tire frontage and American flags 
adorn the corners. 


Variety is given the street 


a canopy over the main entrance, 
formed by strands of small white and 
purple pennants.

ELECTRIC FOUNTAIN. 


An electric fountain finds place in 
the adornment provided by the Bos- 
ton Store. It is done in electric lights 
of red and purple, and flanking this 
striking display are six large dials and 
elks’' heads, with smaller figures un- 
ing in the lesser spaces. Columns of 
asparagus plumosus convert the en- 
tire first story frontage into living 
green. 

Jacoby Bros. present a glowing 
“Welcome” to the Elks. The lettering 
ie picked out in colored lights, and 
they shine forth from festoons of 
American flags and pennants of the 
visiting order, From the center of the 
building's frontage extends a papier- 
mache elk's head of mammoth sige, 
outlined in small lights. This is the 
largest elk's head in the city. 

Coulter's long frontage on Broadway 
has a panel of the Amefican colors 
forming the centerpiece and extending 
from the top of the first story to the 
cornice. From this on either side ex- 
tend decorations of white and purple, 
consisting mainiy of broad strips of 
bunting reaching upward to the roof, 
and masses of white and purple pam- 
pas plumes at all of the fire escapes. 

The Chamber of Commerce has com- 
bined in effective manner the national 
colors and the colors of Elkdom in 
the adornment of its entire frontage. 
Broad strips of purple and white are

New York World: Remarkable re- 
oces are announced from a series of 
experiments now in progress in this 
eity to determine the effect of alcohol 


neuralgia. Up to the present time, no 
cure has ever been found for neural 
gia, despite the unusual incentive held 
out to investigators on account of the 
intense and continuous suffering of 
victims and their wi to pay 
2 any price for permanent re- 
ef. 
Many palliative measures have been 
tried, the one most generally ddopted 
being a subcutaneous injection of oa- 
mic acid. Thiersch’s plan is to tear 
out the nerves. Other operations in- 
valve peripheral resection of the nerve, 
cutting nerves inside the skulj and 
gasser-ectomy. All these surgical op- 
erations are risky, the last two being 
frequently fatal. As most neuraigic 
patients are of & more or highly 
developed neurotic constitution, the 
differential diagnosis between neural 
gia and hysteria is not always very 
easy. No definite pathological changes 
have been found in the nerves or their 
sheaths affected by neuraigia, and in- 
vestigations are thus without the usual 
clews to work on. 
Now comes Dr. Kani of this city, 
who has been working on the problem 
in conjunction with Prof. Schicesser 
on a series of elaborate tests with a 
subcutaneous injection of an 80 
cent. solution of pure alcohol. The m- 
jections are made into the trunk or 
the roots of the three branches of the 
fifth nerve. In a report to the Ameri- 
can Therapeutic Society, based on 190 
cases of facial neuralgia subjected to 
alcohol injections since September, 
1906, Dr. Killani says he has had only 
five failures. The other 18 patients 
were all entirely free from pain and 
of their anxiety over expecting it, 
sometimes nearly as bad as the pain 
iteelf. These results may be accom-

Bank of England les a Favorite 
Place for European Rulers to Place 
Deposits for Cenvenience in Case 
of Trouble in Theif Own Country. 
The Czar Has Small“ Nest Egg. 


{London Saturday Journal:] What- 
ever dignity there may be in wearing 
d crown and wielding a scepter, it ts 
pretty evident that the kingly - 
tion is hardly more certain, say, 
that of the average man who has to 
earn his living. Revolutions come 
and monarchs go, they get less than 
the usual month's notice, and in many 
cases are glad if they take their lives 
with them. 

In such disastrous circumstances 
these exiled rulers are glad to fall 
back on the long stockings which 
they have been careful to fill in the 
days of their prosperity. Like ordi- 
nary mortals, they have prepared 
against the rainy day that comes in 
the life of kings as it does in that of 
coal-heavers. 

CASTRO'S MILLION. 

At the present moment Abdul Ha- 
mid has just left the throne of Tur- 
key, and President Castro is wonder- 
ing whether he will ever again defy 
Europe from the Cabinet of Vene- 


zuela. But in this lapse from power“ 


each ruler is comforted by the fact 
that “money is no object.” Castro did 
not spend all he earned—or obtained— 
during his long reign. The story of 
large sums’ of gold buried in the 
ground at Caracas may be a myth, 
but it is well known that he laid up 
for himself treasures in the banks of 
Europe which will keep the wolf from 
bis door so long as his life is pro- 
longed. A rou sum of a million is 
at the command of the ex-cattile 


Abdul is equally fortunate. Out of 
his official income of £800,000 a year, 
he managed to send a large sum to 
the Bank of France and the Bank of 
England, where it lies to his private 
credit. Immediately before the recent 
crisis a confidential agent of his paid 
a hurried visit to London, and col- 
lected a number of valuable securities 
lying in various banking houses, 
which he transferred to a safe deposit 
in the city against the time when his 
ex-Majesty might be free to use them. 

And it the Sultan ever gets his lib- 
erty, it will probably be found that de 
did not go empty-handed when he left 
the Yildiz Kiosk. He was always 
prepared for emergencies of that kind. 
When the agitation against the Ar- 
menian masracres was on, and a pri- 
vate tip had come from the Turkish 
Embasay in London that flight would 
be advisable, Abdul crammed his 
kets with loose jewels, and stuffci 
his delt with bonds for a considerable 
amount. It he had to leave he did not 
mean to leave empty-handed. 

The Czar does his saving in a more 
systematic manner. He watches the 
money market as a cat watches «a 
mouse, and invests in anything good 
that he fancies. Sometimes he is bit- 
ten, &s when he plunged on some 
worthless mining shares; but it is not 
often, as in this case, that he goes be- 
yond the £25,000 which he Ras set as 
the limit of his annual loss. More 
ten than not he makes a big profit. 
He has not less than £1,500,000 locked 
up in American railway, coal and 
sugar stock, which would come in ex- 
tremely handy if he had to vacate the 
throne of the Romanofts. 

THE CZAR'’S LITTLE NEST EGG. 

Moreover, there is a trifle of 4. 
000,000 odd in solid gold lying to his 
eredit in the vaults of the Bank of 
England, and if Russia becomes “red” 
again it ie not above possibility * 
His Majesty will find a good friend 
the Old Lady of Threadneedle whey 
And one might add that the million 
pounds settled on the eldest daughter 
of the Czar at her birth was invested 
in British, French and American ge- 
curities. 


No one anticipates a revolution in 
Germany, but Kaiser Wilhelm ig too 
shrewd to put all his eggs into the 
German basket. He has a trifie of 
three-quarters of a million sunk in 
American rails, and another million in 
New York real estate, although in the 
latter case his name never appears as 
the owner of the and. Another handy 
sum is the £100,000 bequeathed to him 
by the Baroness Oppenheim-Cohn. 

The Spanish royal family, also, have 
always favored American securitits, 
despite that little A of fighting about 
eleven years ago. The Queen Regent, 
King Alfonso’s mother, draws a good 

yearly meome from the half-million 
odd which Uncle Sam hoids on her ac. 
count. When Queen Isabella had to 
leave Spain she carried off her crown 
and a large parcel of royal jewels. 
Prince del Drago, her grand-nephew, 
took the crown for sale to America, 
and actually sold it to Jay Gould's 
daughter for £25,000. When Isabella 
was wearing it at the height of her 
power, Jay Gould was trying to make 
a living as a book canvasser. 

THE WEALTH OF THE POPE. 

The Pope is not above laying up for 
himself some of the treasures of this 
earth. A certain proportion ‘of the 
Papal revenues is reguiarly invested in 
foreign securities, and the aggregate 
savings brings him an income of about 
£250,000 a year. In his case, also, 
Threadneedie street is favored, and 
twice a year a trusted delegate leaves 
the Vatican to confer with certain 
financial magnates in London. On 
their advice the held by His 
Holiness is laid out, chiefly in English 
and American bonds. What a nice lit- 
tle nest nm would be it an up- 
heaval, such as has happened in Tur- 
key, compelied the Pope to pass de- 
yond the prison-like walls of the Vat- 
ican. It is hardly too much to-say that 
he would have enough to establish his 
kingdom elsewhere in much of its an- 
cient dignity and splendor.

the “greens” and sweet herbs 
fields, nedgerows and 
don Country Side 
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Found in the Shoshone Valley Known 
to Be Ten Thousand Years 
Old. 


The oldest picture of Satan has been 
found on the Badwater River, in the 
Shoshone Valley, Wyoming. It is 
known to have been made 10, years 
ago, at least, and u is probable that it 
was fashioned fully 30,000 years ago. 

The picture—or the pictograph, as it 


called by the discoverer—was un- 


earthed by Assistant Curator H. I. 
Bmith of the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

It is a wonderful find, for it shows 
that the men who existed on this con- 
tinent long before the history of the 
Jews »egan had a conception of an 
evil spirit, and this leads to the 
thought that the same men had an 
idea of a good spirit and. meditated 
upon the influence these had upon hu- 
man bejngs. 

The pictograph was carved in rock 
and shows the ravages of the elements 
upon it for centuries. The work of 
the prehistoric artist is still visible, 
however. 

The figure shown is that of a dwarf- 
ish figure, very demontacal in appear- 
ance, standing in an attitude of men- 
ace. It is undoubtedly the artist's idea 
of the same evil spirit which men now 
call Satan, which the Persians called 
Ahriman, and which the Grechs knew 
as Diabolos. 

It is known positively that the carv- 
ing not that of the Indian tribes of 
later times, for the marks of the ele- 
ments are sufficient proofs to disprove 
this idea, were it put forward.—[{Ex- 
change.

Those who think the reviewer's oc-

two ways to cook celery; nineteen 
ways to cook chestnuts; eighty-seven 
ways to cook corn; fifty-four ways to 
cook cucumbers: forty-seven ways to 
cook eggplant; fifteen ways to cook 
hominy; eighteen ways to cook len- 
tils; elghty ways to cook macaroni; 
ninety-five ways to cook mushrooms; 
nineteen ways to cook noodles; twen- 
ty ways to cook okra; sixty-three 
ways to cook onions; twenty-five ways 
to cook parsnips; fifty-three ways to 


cook peas; thirty-three ways to 
cook peppers; 336 ways to cook

We are as- 
sured that the Macedonian insurgents 
are a brave, fearless, manly lot of 
men, but when we close the book the 
impression is a different one. Their 
method of waging warfare is, in some 
cases, incendiary; they always shoot 
from hiding, and never face their 
enemy, or give him an equal chance. 
Once, I believe, they came out 
in the open, and were routed with dis- 
patch. 

The material of the book, however, 
is exciting, and its bristling and

Thrills and Quakes Come at Ne- 

wada Turn—Iincidents of Great 

Santa Monica Race—Where Apper-

Aa viewed from the sharp Neveda-

FOR SPITE AGAINST: AUTOISTS. 


C. GALLOUPE of the Automo- 

bile Club of Southern California, 
* is much concerned because of the 
attitude of certain people toward the 
motorists, In speaking of the number of 
recent automobile accidents, Galloupe 
is of the opinion that the speed-mad 
motorists are to blame for almost ev- 
ery tragedy. We says: 
“We have in Los Angeles three mo- 
tor bodies—the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, the Automobile 
Dealers’ Association and the Motorists’ 
Protective Association—all of which in- 
clude among their members some of 
the best of our citizens, And it should 
be remembered by those who are prone 
to criticise, that the officers and mem- 
bers of these organizations deplore 
these sad accidents and fatalities a 
great deal more than the public at 
large seems to realize. 
It is the old story of history repeat- 
ing itself—crime, pestilence and famine 
always run rampant at periodical in- 
tervais—and it seems that right now 
a small percentage of those who are 
able to own er borrow an automobile 
are bent upon taking the law into their 
own hands—starting out with the 
avowed intention of driving as they 
please and let the rest of us get out 
of the way. 

At a recent meeting of the City

motorista present—most of whom were 
members of some one ef the three local 
motor tedies—it was conclusively 
proved that there is no crying need for 
a change in the rate of speed, but it 
did develop that there is a crying need 
for the enactment of a law that will 
compel the justices of our city courts 
to impose punishment somewhere near 
commensurate with the crime that a 
few speed-crazy maniacs are guilty of.

“Our new tify ordinance will prob<- 
ably be very severe on the offenders, 
and the Automodile Club of Southern 
California proffers its good offices in 
seeing that these avs are justly en- 
forced and obeyed. The time is not- 
ripe, but when we are a little farther 
advanced in the science of modern 
transportation a law will be enacted 
that will compel the pedestrian to keep 
to the sidewalks, and leave the main 
thoroughfares for faster-moving vehi- 
cles,”

WHEN THE MINISTERS GO AWAY THE EVANG EL 
ICAL COMMITTEE Dors GREAT WORK. 

[Mabel P. Daggett, in Delineator:] The Evangelical 
Committee of Greater New York has started its annual 
summer campaign. Representatives from eight denomi- 
nations of the city churches constitute its membership.

It 
is the city of Satan. We will take it for God,” said 
Dowie, who led his Restoration Hosts in a spectacular 
invasion, ultimately emptying all the vials of his wrath 
in Madison Square Garden. “New York is the wicked- 
est city on earth, except Paris,” says the Rev. L. G. 
Broughton, who periodically comes from Atlanta, Ga., 
to lash the metropolis for its flaunting cafés and its 
lethargic churches. Even an Indian came not long ago. 
“The way for New York to be good is to worship the 
sun,” said Wounded Elk of the Yaquis. 

New York is the greatest missionary field in the world.

Mother Earth’s Face Pockmarked. 


During my stay here I have visited many of d 
fields and have tramped over the hills where th 
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the harbor entrance, and it is the first elevation to be 
seen coming in from the sea. 

It is right upon its top that the monument is now 
going up. A great temple of silver gray granite, it will 
be about 300 feet high and will cost almost $200,000. The 
stone for it is coming by the shipload from Shimonoseki, 

Japan, and hundreds of huge granite blocks are now 
scattered about the harbor and at the foot of the hill. 
Many of them are as large as a library table, and not a 
few weigh several tons each. A cable road has been 
constructed from the harbor to the site of the monu- 
ment, and a steam engine drags up the blocks on low 
cars. 

The monument is already about one-third completed. 
The pedestal has been finished and the first series of 
lonſe columns erected. The scaffolding about the struc- 
ture can be seen for miles around Port Arthur, and the 
monument will command both land and sea. When 1 
visited it today, 200 Chinese masons were chiseling at 
the stones and the great blocks were rapidly rising into 
place. The work is being done by Manchurian-Chinese, 
under Japanese overseers. 

Twenty-two Thousand Heroes. 

I have visited the world's most famous monuments 
from the mighty shaft to Washington, which rises from 
the base of the Potomac in our own capital city and the 
great sarcophagus of Napoleon in Paris, to the gigantic

atorial show the world has yet known. Just under us is 
the harbor which was filled with the Russian gunboats; 
and on its shores are the old and new towns which 
were occupied by the soldiers during the siege. On that 
sea, outside, lay the blockading Japanese squadron send- 
ing its shrieking shells at the ships and the city. On the 
hills all about us were Russian soldiers, and on their 
opposite sides, the Japanese armies, crawling and plow- 
ing and tunneling their way to the forts. The story of 
how, inch by inch, every bit of the ground was fought 
over, and how at last Japan was successful has been told 
in song and story; and you may find it today in the 
books describing the war. I doubt, however, whether 
any such story can show the real wonders of the defense 
and attack: or the heroism of both bodies of troops. 
The country about here is much like the bare hills of 
Montana or Colorado. It is dry and thirsty. There is 
no vegetation except scanty grass, with here and there 
a bit of scrub oak. The fighting was all in the open, and 
the fortifications had to be thrown up out of rock, gravel 
and disintegrated stone. The tunnels, made by the Jap- 
anese, were not through earth, but through rock, and in 
undermining the forts they could go but a few feet a 
day. Nevertheless, while overlooking. these hills, one 
sees scores of miles of such trenches. The work on the

The Japanese officials occupy many of the Russian 
public buildings. The civil offices of the Manchurian 
government are in a gray structure in the new town; the 
military department is in a white building farther back 
and the Russian naval! offices, which covered an acre or 
50, are to be turned into a Japanese military academy. 
The hotel in which I write this letter is the once famous 
restaurant known as Saratoffs, where the Russian offi- 
cers gambled away thousands of rubles and drank their 
vodka. It has the same barroom and the same Odessa 
billiard table, but the vodka has disappeared and a Japa- 
nese bartender dispenses saki instead. Japanese girls 
wait upon you in the dining-room and Japanese boys 
act as your chambermaids. The hotel belongs to the 
South Manchurian railway, which is now a Japanese cor- 
poration, and it has become a most orderly place. 


Grand Pianos for $25. 


I had a talk this evening with an official who was here 
when Port Arthur fell. He tells me that the Russians 
were crazy to get away, and that furniture of every kind 
went for a song. Said he: “Sofas, tables and chairs 
could be had for the asking, and grand pianos brought 
$25 apiece. Costly hangings were thrown out into the 
streets, and some of the houses were set fire to by their 
owners. After we took possession, I found our soldiers 
tearing up valuable books, and using them for fuel or 
throwing then out into the snow, and I besought the 
general in charge to allow me to go through the town 
and save the libraries. He did so, and as he saw how 
many books there were, gave me a detail of soldiers to 
bring them in. We collected altogether about 20,000 
volumes. The most of them were in Russian, but there 
were a thousand or so in French and English. Several 
hundred were in Italian, and some Chinese and Japanese. 
There were nine sets of encyclopedias, all Russian or 
German, and a great many musical books. 

“I tried to catalogue them, classifying them first by 
language; and later by subject. The most of the volumes 
were fiction, but there were many scientific works. There 
were Russian translations of Shakespeare and Dickens, 
and also of Mark Twain's ‘Innocence Abroad.’ The Rus- 
sians had every luxury here. They lived well and at the

Old Port Arthur vs. the New. 


The Port Arthur of Russia was far different from that 
of Japan. In the old days there were soldiers every- 
where. Military officers, dressed in big caps and long 
coats, swaggered through the streets. There was a large 


A circus building was erected in 
which all sorts of shows were held, and there were fa- 
mous cafés and restaurants. Today the circus has been 
turned into a bazaar, and about two score Japanese 
women sell all sorts of Japanese goods at the booths 
within it. 
nese have only one regiment here, and nothing like as 
many troops are to be seen as in the towns of Korea or 
even Japan. 

As far as business is concerned, the city is dead. It 
consists of about 5000 Manchurian Chinese, and the mil- 
itary and civil officials of the Japanese government. 
The Chinese are poor. I see full-grown men going 
around with baskets on their shoulders picking up the 
droppings of manure from the streets. When a man’s 
wages for a whole day are equal to a half-bushel of such 
stuff, he must be poor indeed. , . 

The Chinese do the rough work of Port Arthur. Many 
of them are now engaged in getting out the blocks of 
stone with which the Russians sank ¢heir merchant ves- 
sels when they knew that Port Arthur must fall. More 
than thirty ships were destroyed in that way; some 
thousand stone blocks being used for the purpose. The 
Japanese are sending these blocks home for their pub- 
lic schools. One will be erected as a monument in each 
playground, to keep alive the memory of the heroes of 
Port Arthur. 

“Will your people continue to hold Manchuria and 
Korea?” I asked this question of a high Japanese officer. 

“Yes,” was the emphatic reply. “We shall hold on 
to Korea as long as there is a bone left in a soldier’s 
leg to stand upon the soil. We are in Manchuria to stay, 
and we will die before we will allow either the Chinese 
or Russians to drive us away.”

HE selection of the President's pastor, Dr. Ulysses

Dr. Pierce will receive $1000 a year from the govern-

Church, Washington. Dr. Pierce is forty-three years 
the junior of his p Dr. Hale. His forty-first 
birthday will occur Wedn next. Both were gradu- 
ated at Harvard—Dr. Hale in 1839 and Dr. Pierce fifty- 
two years later; and both were born in New England, 
Dr. Hale in Boston and Dr. Pierce in Providence. 
That Uncle Sam employs ninety-two clergymen is a

professor at Harvard in 1839 and president of that col- 
lege in 1849. His memorial sermon in the House of Rep- 
resentatives on the death of William Pinckney was one

Thousands of us now have framed upon our wall the 
popular motto, “My Symphony” which was written by 
William Henry Channing, the second of these four 
Unitarian chaplains of Congress. He was the nephew 
of the noted clergyman, William Ellery Channing, the 
leader of the Unitarian movement in this country, and 
was a graduate of Harvard, the alma mater of Sparks. 
After being pastor of Unitarian churches in several 
American cities and in Liverpool, England, he was called 
early in the Civil War to the Unitarian Church in Wpash- 
ington, whose pulpit is now occupied by Dr. Pierce. It 
was while his church was being used as a military hospi- 
tal that he was chosen chaplain in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. He spent his last days in England, where his 
elder daughter became the first wife of Edwin Arnold, 
the poet, who later married a Japanese.

The Senate never had a Unitarian chaplain prior to 
Dr. Hale. The House of Representatives in the earlier 
years had two chaplains of that faith—the Rev. Jared 
Sparks, from 1821 to 1822, and the Rev. William Henry 
Channing, from 1867 to 1869. The first of these, the 
noted Dr. Sparks, had a Unitarian church in Baltimore 
when chosen chaplain of the national House in 1821, and 
after serving his term resigned his Baltimore pastorate 


to Methodists, 24 to Episcopalians, 24 to Presbyterians, 
15 to Baptists, 5 to Congregationalists, 4 to Unitarians, 2 
to Lutherans and 1 each to Universalists, Disciples of 
Christ and Catholics.

INCREASE IN OUTPUT OF | 
PRECIOUS STONES. 

By a Special Contributor. | 


GREAT 
HIS country is coming to the front as a producer of 
T precious stones for the markets of the world. The 
greatest sapphire deposit in existence has been 
opened recently in Montana; Arizona and New Mexico 
are supplying Europe with the most beautiful turquoises 
ever seen, and in California a new gem-bearing belt, pro- 
ductive of a dozen kinds of crystals from topaz to hya- 
cinth, bids fair (according to George F. Kunz, the famous 
expert) to rival the Ural Mountains, which have led for 
half a century in the production of such minor stones 
of ornamental value. 

Dr. Kunz describes the sapphire deposit as “perhaps 
the greatest gem mine in the world.” It is located in 
Montana, on a fork of the Judith River, and is already 
turning out 1,600,000 carats of stones a month. The sap- 
phire, in fact, has suddenly sprung into front place as 
the most important American precious stone, commer-

prising variety of hues—light blue, blue green, green, 
and pink. Some are peacock blue, and every now and 
then one is found that is of the true “corn-flower” tint, 
so highly esteemed in the sapphires of Ceylon! All are 
brilliant, and, as a rule, free from flaws. In size they 
range from “culls” (used for watch jewels and other me- 
chanical purposes) to gems of five or six carats. The 
culls sell at from $2 to $6 an ounce. They are shipped 
to New York, and thence to Amsterdam, for cutting, in 
which process they lose half their weight. 


Nowhere in the world, however, has there been found 
so great a variety of rich colors in corundum gems (sap- 
phire, ruby, etc.) as in another newly-exploited locality 
in Montana, on Rock Creek. Many of the tints, indeed, 
were never seen before in precious stones. Butterflies 
made of them possess all the vivid beauty of the natu- 
ral insects, and not long ago a brooch was put on exhi- 
bition, composed of over 200 of them, no two of exactly 
the same tint or shade. From red and pink they passed 
by delicate gradations into salmon, yellow, yellowish 
brown, pale blues and greens, and blue green. All of 


these gems are of unusual brilliancy, and look their best 
by artificial light. 

The gem belt in California is about forty miles in 
width, extending from the San Jacinto Mountains, in 
Riverside county, southward through San Diego county

Molten stuff from below 
was thrown up by volcanic forces, filling the crack, and, 
as it cooled, a quantity of oxide of aluminum which it 
contained was crystallized out in the shape of sapphires, 
Today the body of sapphire-bearing material there found 
extends for a distance of four miles on the surface, and 
to unlimited depth apparently. Experts believe that it 
ean be worked as far down as 2000 feet.

This stone, though comparatively unknown in 
the United States, is highly appreciated abroad, where 
quantities of beads and other ornaments are made of 
it. And within the last year news has been received of 
the discovery, near the headwaters of the San Benito 
River, of an entirely new kind of gem—a hitherto 
unknown mineral, in fact—which, of a most lovely blue 
color, is more brilliant than the sapphire. Its crystals 
occur in veins of white soda zeolite, in schist rocks, and 
chemical analysis proves that they are a “titanosilicate 
of barium.” 

This is the second entirely new gem that has been dis- 
covered in California within the last half-dozen years.

In the dry goods, drapery and some other 
trades, especially, there are many foreign names, mostly 
French, that comparatively few dealers or customers 
know how to pronounce. Some of them, like chou, cre- 
tonne, chiffon, khaki, etc., aren’t difficult, but others, 
like voile, crépe de chene, drap d'eté, etc., call for rules 
quite outside those that govern English pronunciation. 
If you ask for voile at the counter of a department store 
and give the word the French twist you may make your- 
self understood, or you may not: but it’s ten to one 
you'll be told that you mean what the shop people cal! 
vaw-el.“ On the other hand, if you ask for ‘vaw-el,’ you 
may get a free and somewhat scornful jesson in French 
pronunciation; you never can tell beforehand.” 


“Foreign names are a handicap to a man selling goods, 
no doubt of that,” said the fat drummer. “I find it so. 
I travel for an importing house that handles wines, and 
some of those French and Italian and German names are 
a caution to the uninitiated. Few of my customers know 
how to pronounce them, but most of em make some sort 
of a bluff at it. The consequence is I have to remember 
each man’s particular pronunciation and use it myself— 
or run the risk of hurting his feelings and injuring my 
trade.” 


“It works out something that way in the automobile 
business,” said the short drummer, “only it acts as a 
sort of protective tariff on American goods. A man who 
can talk only United States, and that not too handily, 
doesn't want to own a car that he can’t pronounce the 
name of; so, everything else being equal, he buys one of 
domestic manufacture.” 

“The application of the rule is as broad as commerce 
itself,” said the tall drummer, who had now talked him- 
self into rather better humor, “and even extends beyond 
it. There's a lesson there for everybody who deals with 
the public for gain—hotel and theatrical men for in- 
stance. To give a hotel a name that cannot be pro- 
nounced correctly at sight by any fairly intelligent per- 
son is to discourage the coming of guests to that house. 
Perhaps to a less extent the rule holds good in theaters. 
When the Bijou was added to the list of playhouses in 
my home town, the unfortunate street-car conductors 
whose routes took them past it were greatly embarrassed 
in calling out its name. They were at their wits’ end 

how to pronounce it without giving away the fact that 
they had only the vaguest idea of how it ought to be 
pronounced. Anything from ‘Birshow’ to ‘Bijo’ had to 
pass current, but probably those conductors drew a long 
breath of relief when the name was changed to another 
less unpronounceable. 

“The play of Divorcons, which was presented in this 
country under its French title, was pronounced in almost 
every conceivable way by the public; I even heard of 
one man who asked his neighbor if he had been to see 
Divorkins.“ Another French theatrical word that is 
almost invariably murdered in the pronunciation is 
vaudeville. Sometimes it’s ‘vawdyvill’ and sometimes 
‘voddyvill,’ but seldom, by any chance, is it pronounced 
correctly, either by those before or behind the foot- 
lights, and that in spite of the fact that the correct 
French pronunciation is as simple ang easy as A B C.

Blooming shop girls say “With pleas- 
ure, Monsieur!” to our boys, with simple confidence. 

What is the miracle that makes the timid unafraid 
and the fastidious tolerant? How do even Paris street 
roughs become gentle, courtly? The heart is there. It 
is a queer anniversary sentiment, for one day only. It 
is branded on the French heart by the splendid ideals 
of the terrible old Revolution—which beheaded its own 
children for lack of “fraternity.” 

Thousands of happy marriages in Paris date from the 
republic’s anniversary; and the government of the re- 
public planned that they should do co. 

It is Machiavellian politics. It is the dancing in the 
streets on past French Fourths since 1889 that strength- 
ens the republic against Royalism, Socialism, Bonapart- 


a mere song against kings and their foreign allies. As 
the “Marseillaise’’ was not tolerated in the second em- 
pire, so the “Internationale” is stopped by the police to- 
day; but it is the working women of Paris who daily 
throw cold water on its sentiment. 


Why? Because they danced on an unforgotten 


sary; because the sentiment of home and family is as- 
sociated with the brotherly street ballroom and the gra- 
tuitous republican theatricals of the public squares. 

It is most brilliant in these great squares, like the 
Place of the Republic, on the site of the Bastile. Be- 
neath the shade trees, the municipality sets up its big 


band stand: but the central government pays an allow- | 


ance for musicians, 470 orchestras for Paris only, not to 
mention towns and cities to the smallest. The ward 
Mayors send their bills in: dance music for the people! 

Crash, bang! It is the great quadrille, the democrat 
of dances. It is a hot afternoon. The endless cafés 
round the Place are crowded. The sidewalks overflow 
with chairs and tables to the Place itself, across the 
street, At times the gay multitudes will stop the street 
cars, not to let them interrupt an act of the saucy 
wandering players. 

Crash, bang! The dance music is further toward the 
center. Here, the edges of the Place are packed with 
standing thousands. They form circles round a raft of 
singers, dancers, acrobats, sword swallowers, panto- 
mimists, sleight-of-hand men and small boys with patri- 
otic speeehes—and a hat to take collection. 

Crash, bang! The big platform of the ward's Republi- 
can Theatricals is besieged by a solid crowd that will 
not yield arg inch. But in the shade, around the band 


stand, even the toughest street boys leave clear space 
for the girls of Paris in their ballroom. 
See them in their cool white shirt waists, self-pos- 


ism, anarchy. Twenty years have passed since I saw 
the republic set the fete up—and tempt common people 
to look back on it with tenderness. 


Suppose you are a working girl, with no society. In 
Paris working girls have no society if they desire to 
keep good. Then, suppose, suddenly, in the name of 
George Washington and Bunker Hill, your street is 
transformed to a ballroom, the trees glow with tinted 
fairy lamps, and a great orchestra strikes up for general 
dancing! 

Young men cluster round you, the unknown girl; and 
it is perfectly correct. They ought to be fraternal, and 
you ought to be fraternal—it is the feast of fraternity, 
equality and liberty! You danced with the young god 
whose pay envelope you open, now, for life. Would 
you not be grateful to the Independence bell and the 
Boston tea party? 

Thus vague loyalty to the republic surges in the hearts 
of countless Paris women when their boys are tempted 
to join the King’s Camelots to get clean clothes, or 
handle the royalist rubber stamp for easy pocket 
money. When their husbands start up the Forbidden 
Song, they throw cold water on the hot revolting senti- 
ment. 

Probably few Americans have an idea of the scope of 
the “Internationale.” It is not a song of socialism, nor 
of anarchy, nor exclusively of workingmen. It is the 
song of the Revolution from Below, as was the Marseil- 
laise” 100 years ago. When the striking postoffice clerks 
wished to affirm their mastery of the department, they 
sang the “Internationale.” It was worse than striking. 

But for the women of Paris, the “Internationale” 
might be more terrible. It has the swing of a great 
song of the century. It was written by an otherwise 
anknown Belgian named Pottier, and, alone, it will take 
him down the roll of history. The following rough 
translation gives but a faint idea of its majestic flow: 
“Stand up, ye living damned! Stand up, ye hunger 

slaves! 
Reason’s volcano thunders, boiling its last great waves! 
The past is past forever. Rise, cravens, bear the words: 
The axis of earth is changing. The serfs shall be the 
lords!“ 

So runs the first stanza, followed by the solemn chorus, 
as of a great war hymn: “C'est la lut-te fi-na-le!—the 
‘final struggle,” and, doubtless, it means brothers’ blood 


as much as did the Marseillaise,“ which was originally 


sessed, like rich men’s daughters at a costly function!

What a lottery! What romance! Every girl knows 
that her fate may take a new turn on this sweltering 
afternoon.

The Mt. Valerien cannons thunder from their 
heights beyond the city, at ten-minute intervals. They 
remind the enemies of the republic that it has its army. 
The republic is beginning to feel its enemies again— 
else why these extraordinary ward republican theatri- 
cals? 

Few Americans note their meaning. They confound 
them with the faking artistes of the sidewalk. They are 
really actors of merit, paid by the French government 
to act all day—short pieces, without scenery, on high 
platforms in the public places. They are pieces written 
by known playwrights with consummate art—again on 
order by the government. It is a fact not generally 
known. The government pays well for pieces of strong 
republican moral! 

The French Fourth is the 14th of July, the anniversary 
of the people’s capture of the Bastile, handy prison of 
the King. Like our own Fourth, it celebrates the put- 
ting-down of kings, aristocrats and privilege. Well I 
remember one such piece last year, played on the very 
site of the Bastile itself. The characters were wicked 
nobles, shaky victims of the old State prison, and re- 
publicans like Mirabeau, Camille Desmoulins, Necker and 
Bailly, Mayor of Paris. It sounds heavy, I admit. The 
republican tirades were longer than a popular American 
audience would have tolerated. Yet, before the little 
play was over, the actors had their Parisian public wild 
against the naughtiness of all kings and aristocrats.

GENERAL TRAINING DAY. 


AN OLD GENTLEMAN FROM NEW ENGLAND RE- 
CALLS THE DAYS OF His YouTH. 


{New York Sun:] “I don’t know what brought it to 
my mind,” said the old gentleman, “but there came to 
me the other day a recollection of general training day 
in the New England town where | was born and where 1 
lived until the Civil War.

fascination. 

“Along one side of the green on general training day 
there was always set up a line of booths where they sold 
refreshments. Refreshments of all kinds they sold, sand- 
wiches and peanuts and big scalloped ginger cakes and 
oranges and popcorn balls, and then there were always 
some stands that sold nothing but oyster stews; these to 
me were particularly inviting in those days. 

“I always used to get my father to let me buy a stew, 
and that experience always delighted me. Twelve and a 
half cents a stew cost in those days, a York shilling. A 
Yankee shilling was sixteen and two-thirds cents, six to 
a dollar, while York shillings were eight to a dollar. 

“They didn’t use to put many oysters in these stews, 
and they were pretty well watered; it wouldn't surprise 
me to learn that the present-day church-fair stew was 
really modelled on one of those old-time general 
training-day stews, but they were always piping hot and 
they were something different. 

“That was geperal training day in our New England 
town in the days before the war, and then when the war 
came there was training of another sort; solid regi- 
ments of men now with knapsacks on their backs and 
guns on their shoulders, and not in gaudy uniforms now, 
but in just plain blue. 5 

“I wonder if they have general training day anywhere 
now.“

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Moving a Buffalo Herd. 

The most precious cargo of live stock ever carried in 
Western Canada arrived here today in the form of 341 
buffaloes originally from the Pablo herd in Montana, but 
now transferred from Elk Island Park at Lamont to Buf- 
155 Park at this point. 

part from their commercial value, they represent a 
very large part of the few hundred bison remaining to 
represent the millions that a few years ago roamed the 
western plains. The transfer of 500 miles was a work of 
considerable difficulty, and required a good deal of prep- 
aration and foresight owing to the agility and strength 
of the animals. It was all carried out under the super- 
intendence of Howard Douglas, commissioner of Cana- 
dian parks. 

So well was it organized that no accidents occurred 
during the loading. At Lamont an excited bull buffalo 
gored a mate in the corral, death being almost instanta- 
neous. The only losses on the road were a young cow, 
which in anger choked herself to death, and a yearling 
that was exhausted when shipped and was trampled to 
death by the others in the car. 

The train of twenty-three cars of buffaloes excited the 
greatest attention en route, the entire population of 
some towns, seemingly, turning out, and when curiosity 
led them to tease an animal, they were rewarded with 
a kick against the side of a car that was heard a train 
length. When the buffaloes were unloaded in the new 
park here today, they threw up their heels in the joy of 
freedom once more, and started for the hills.—[Wain- 
wright correspondence Toronto Globe.

HE winter I was 18 I spent with a string of traps 

away up in the forests of British Columbia. I had 

expected to start working my way through college 
that fall, but father’s health suddenly failed, and we 
went up there to see if the ozone and the pine smell of 
the woods would restore his strength. We took up our 
abode for the winter in a deserted log cabin on the 
shore of Lake Quesnelle, a pretty little sheet of crys- 
tal white in the great black forest at the west foot of 
the Selkirks.

Mile after mile I traveled up the creek, under the tall, 
snow-laden trees. The dead stillness of the morning 
was broken only by the rythmic swish-swish of my 
shoes as I glided over the soft, deep snow. Occasion- 
ally a limb cracked under its icy load. Once a part- 
ridge whirred out of a thick pine, and a little Arctic 
fox slunk away into the trees, eyeing me curiously. Far 
down toward the lake a moose called hoarsely. 

At the end of perhaps an hour I found myseéf in a 
secluded little valley high up among the mountains. 
From the short steps I judged that the deer was idling 
along just ahead, and stopped before a thicket to un- 
glove my trigger hand. 

I had just eased the heavy revolver that sagged my 
cartridge belt and was preparing to start on, when sud- 
denly out of the bushes along the little stream to the 
right came a sound that raised my hair. Like that of 
an animal, and yet unlike, the strange wild bellow was 
almost unearthly. It rolled, reéchoing, through the 
lonesome cafions like nothing I had ever heard in the 
forest.

ISOLATED CAPE HATTERAS. 


Its SHIFTING SANDS— BREEDING PLACE OF BIRDS: 
SAILING THE FISHING SKIFFS. 


[Charlotte Observer:] There are few names more 
widely known in the United States or localities about 
which a greater ignorance prevails than Cape Hatteras. 
Situated as it is at the angle where the long strip of 
sand beach from Cape Henry south turns at a right angle 
to the westward, with the widest part of Pamlico Sound 
between it and the mainland and with the beach both 
west and north cut into several islands by inlets from 
sound to ocean, its position is most isolated. No means 


of transportation exist along the beach, and with the U 
nearest railway station from which a regular transpor- 
tation route is operated nearly a hundred miles away, it L 


is an easier place to talk about than to visit. 


Like all sand promontories, the point of the cape is 
always moving. An old wreck imbedded deep in the 
sand and showing only the stumps of her masts and bow- 
sprit and the rusty skeletons of what were once her 
chain plates and dead eyes is now a quarter of a mile 
or more inland. Twenty years ago she is said to have 
lain in the water, where she struck or drifted ashore, 
the land now outside of her having been built up since 
by the action of the wind and the waves. A resident 
told me that he owned the copper that still remained on 
her bottom, having bought it as it stood at the “ven- 
due” or wreck sale. I don't think any one is likely to 
steal it from him. 


In the summer time the breeding gulls and terns oc- 
cupy certain shoals and bare “lumps” out in the sound. 
and now that the protective laws are being enforced, 
their numbers are rapidly increasing. Herons of vari- 
ous kinds nest in the woods, and so also do a pair or two 
of bald eagles, and last summer several good-sized flocks 
of brown pelicans enlivened some of the near-by reefs 
and sandy islands. 


Two features connected with the sailing of the fishing 
skiffs used hereabouts are new to me. One is that of 
using a member of the crew as shifting ballast. A plank 
is run out over the side, the inner end caught under the 
lee washboards, while on the outer end with legs danz- 
ling over the water sits the man acting as ballast. And 
this not in racing, mind you, but in every-day sailing. 
The othier is the practice of “nodding,” as I heard it 
called. In moderate weather when the skiff is only 
lightly gliding along one man wil! stand up alongside 
the centerboard on the weather side, and facing outward 
will steadily rock sidewise from one foot to the other 
with the idea that it makes the boat sail faster. And 
perhaps it does.

All Would Be White. 

Does any one really believe that the genius of Cae- 
Sar and Napoleon, of Milton and Goethe, had nothing 
to do with their facial angle, and could have found an 
equally convenient habitation behind thick lips and un- 
der woolly skulls?

In the Fijis Thompson was known as Waila Nam- 
buka, which means “child of the sun.” The island 
over which he reigned is one of the Lau, or eastern 
croup, and is called Naikeva. 

The King leaves two children, a boy and a girl, aged 
10 and 8 years respectively. The former will be 


crowned King to succeed his father when he is 15. In 
the meantime, the reins of government are handled by 
Queen Lakanita, the King's widow. 

Thompson's story is one of the most remarkable rec-

Away from his town, while he yet remained in civili- 
zation, he heard the voices of girls, and saw their 
smiles. They reminded him of the faithlessness of his 
former sweetheart. The voices sounded hypocritical, 
and the smiles seemed perfidious. So from civilization 
he turned as from a thing he abhorred.

URING these warm summer days, the slogan of the 
D orchardist, the truck gardener and the nurseryman 

is “irrigate and cultivate,” and each of the two ren- 
ders the other more effective. Soil must be stirred to 
receive water, and again stirred to prevent its too rapid 
evaporation. Irrigation, unless followed by cultivation, 
loses half its value. A sufficient amount and proper 
balance of the two form the highest standard of plant 
culture. 
‘ Garden culture, in theory, differs in no wise from the 
| most improved methods in vogue in orchard and farm 
work. To be sure, we cannot in the garden use farm 
cultivators to “open out“ furrows or to pulverize the 
soil subsequent to irrigation, but with hoe and rake we 
may carry out the same principles and. accomplish like 
results. The greatest mistake made by our garden own- 
ers is the incessant sprinkling of everything in the gar- 
den. The method is correct, for on restricted areas it is 
economical and by far the most effective if continued 
until all the soll is thoroughly wetted. Where failures 
result, they are caused by insufficiency of water which 
only wets the surface soil and does not reach the thirsty 
roots of anything ‘except some herbaceous plants. It 
pays at all times to stir the soil, even though shallowly; 
yet the profit is much greater if it be done deeply. In

Native Asters of California. 


Our State contains about twenty*speices of wild aster, 
though in the United States there are some 200 species 
out of a total of 300 for the whole world. Our climate in 
general is rathet warm, for as a rule, asters prefer cooler 
and damper climes, yet strange to say, our handsomest | 
species grows upon the desert sides in rocky soil. 


A very handsome species, known as Anderson’s aster, 
grows in the Sierras northward and is but sparingly | 
found in Southern California, though we are not without 
a few showy species in any portion of the State. 
cally, our finest species is quite rare, being restricted to 
the Arroyo Seco north of Los Angeles. So few in num- 
bers is it that until lately it has escaped the eye of the 
botanical explorer, being recorded in science as Aster

Our cob- 
ble stones are too hard and too smooth for ideal plant 
rockeries, and when used should be nearly obscured by 
plants. 


What is Chlorophyll? 


Even the world’s most eminent chemists have been un- 
able to determine with certainty the composition of 
chlorophyll or the green coloring matter in leaves. 
Plants often get “sick” and lose this color, the leaves 
becoming white, vellow, or variegated. This disease is 
called chlorosis. All the chemists can tell us at present 
is that “chlorophyll is a magnesium derivative, from 
which the metal is eliminated readily by means of acid 
but with great difficulty by alkalis. The green pigment 
consists in most plants apparently of a mixture of mag- 
nesium derivatives, a crystalline chlorophyll, and an- 
other chlorophyll! or mixture of chlorophylls which are 
esters of the unsaturated alcohol phytol.” The state- 
ment is made that there is a considerable amount of evi- | 
dence which tends to show that an intimate chemical 
relationship exists between the green pigments of plants 
and the red pigments of blood. N

A “touch of nature” 
should be the key to all park planning and planting. 
Combatting Red Spider. 


The United States Department of Agriculture has is- 
sued a bulletin on remedies for red spider which attacks 
both gardens and orchards in Southern California, and 
is also a serious green-house pest everywhere. The fol- 
lowing remedies are advised: 

“For the green house and for genera! use, sulphur with 
neutral, whale oil, and other soap solutions; kerosene- { 
soap emulsion; and spraying with water.

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OUR cAMERICAN BREEDS. 


OCCUPY A PROMINENT PLACE WITH 
PACIFIC COAST BREEDERS. 


By Henry V. Kruckeberg.

tealthy expression in these columns. 


AKEN as a whole, the American breeds of poultry 
1 a foremost position among commercial breed- 

ers. On this Coast it is a toss-up as to which class 
predominates, the Mediterranean or the American. In 
our opinion they are about evenly divided, with the Med- 
iterranean in the lead about San Francisco Bay, but in 
the northwest and southwest the American, we believe, 
is slightly in the lead. And what a grand class it is. No 
breed has so many champions as the Plymouth Rocks 
and Wyandottes and no other breeds of all-purpose 
fowls are so numerous or represent a larger investment. 
France boasts of her Houdans, certainly a fine breed, 
but they furnish a white carcass with black legs and the 
plumage being of the same color, the carcass does not 
present so fine an appearance unless the black pin feath- 
ers are all removed. England has her Orpingtons, but it 
is doubtful even with her own breeders if the American 
breeds are eclipsed by them, for our English fanciers 
have done much to improve both the Wyandottes and 
Rocks, especially the newer varieties. Closely following 


Island Reda, which have been handled with remarkable 
intelligence during the first few years. In type closely 
resembling the Rocks and Dottes, they have been other- 
wise strengthened in both economic and fancy advan- 
tages, especially in color of plumage and head and leg 
points. By many it is supposed that the American class 
is limited to this group, but there are a number of others 
which have never attained any great prominence, but 
still are bred more or tess. Among these are the Black 
and Mottled Javas, Dominique, and Buckeyes; all reco- 
ognized by the standard. In addition, some reference 
should be made to the Sherwoods, strongly resembling 
the White Rocks, with a tendency to Langshan shape, the 
White Wonders, suggestive of the White Dottes, only 
having slate-colored legs. These two latter breeds are 
now almost obsolete. There is a combination of quali- 
ties in the Rocks and Dottes that is indeed hard to beat. 
Being good layers they also combine with this good qual- 
ity as table fowl. Unlike the Leghorn, which has become 
recognized as the egg machine on this coast, the Ameri- 
can bird makes a fine roaster when arriving at an age 
when egg production shows a decline. The Cornish and 
Dorking are great meat breeds, but as a class cannot be 
compared to the Rocks and Dottes for hen fruit; the 
Mediterraneans are good croppers of hen fruit, but do 
not “show up on the marble slabs of the butcher shop. 
In the showroom the American easily attract admiration 
and give every evidence of beauty of form and plumage. 
These things having all been proven in the show pen 
and in the market-place, there is every reason why the 
American breeds are popular wherever known. 


An Economic Source of Green Food. 


Mrs. J. N. M., Los Angeles. sends in the following 
timely correspondence on the green-food question. Have 
any other readers of The Times experimented with corn 
in the stalk as food for poultry? 

“The easiest;quickest, cheapest and therefore, per- 
haps, the best way to get gieen feed for poultry is to 
plant corn in rows, two or (hep Kernels to the Inch, rows 
about twenty inches apart. “Keep it well watered and 
it will grow tuxuriantfy<and in a few weeks be large 
enough for — largest stalks as many as can 
be held in the hand: take-a-good>sharp butcher knife 
nd after the manner of whetting with a jack knife, slice 

in. not more than half an inch thick. Begin with 
the roots; they will eat it all. For the young ones slice 
thinner: chickens of all ages will go for it as they do 
for fresh meat. I feed in the morning—because then it 
is fresh and juicy—all they ran eat up by noon. It takes 
but a few minutes to cut enough for fifty fowls. If one 
had a seed cutter perhaps it would be easier. Any little 
space in the garden can be utilized and by repeated 
plantings one may have green feed almost the year 
round in Southern California. If space is limited, plant 
between the rows when the corn is two feet high, but to 
continue such a tax and also to have the feed tender, the 
soil must be kept very rich. The fertilizer from the 
yards will do wonders. I have fed corn in this way for 
veral years, and the results in health and egg produc- 
tio ve been excellent.” 


The Value “Laying Contests. 


On more than one octasion, reference has been made 
in this department to the vartous—egg-laying contests 
late years been a feature of experiment- 

station work, also of the poultry business in gen- 

eral in England and alia. For the most part these 
contests have been carried o the recognized egg- 
producing breeds with the result that honors have been 
rather evenly divided. There is a feature, however, con- 
nected with 2 that merits a word of pro- 
test. When any glven breed comes out with a brilliant 
record, owners and propagators at once seize the op- 
‘portunity for advertising purposes, giving the impression 
that all hens of that particular breed will do equally 
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fine records, only demonstrate that the particular indi- 
vidual hens in a given contest are good layers—it is no 
criterion as to the laying propensity of like number of 
different hens of the same breed. In other words, egg- 
laying contests do not prove superior values of breeds, 
only of individuals of breeds. 


The Black Jacobin Pigeon. 


Southern California enjoys the distinction of breeding 
some of the finest pigeons in America—especially in the 
breed known as Hen Pigeons. Of the other varieties 
some progress has been made with Parlor Tumblers, 
White Fantails, Pouters, Jacobins, Carriers, etc. The 
illustration shows a fine Jacobin hen, a breed possessed 
of many qualities calculated to fire the enthusiasm of 
the fancier, and which is especially popular in England, 
Scotland and Ireland. It is a medium-sized bird, full- 
breasted, long, and slender, with a jaunty carriage, hold-

ing its head about eight inches from the ground. Its 
head is small, hidden to the eyes by the long hood. The 
eye is pearl, white, or sometimes, orange-tinted; beak, 
short, and rather thick; wattle, small and smooth, and 
eye wattle, small, circular, and prominent. Head from 
the mouth and eye upward white, also the tail coverts 
and primary flight feathers. The remainder of the bird 
is black. 


Eliminating the Crow. 


An anonymous correspondent sends in the following 
pathetic appeal to The Times: : 

“Could not some of the people who do extraordinary 
things with fowls be induced to exert their wizardry in 
the direction of eliminating the “crow” from cocks? The 
man who succeeded in performing this feat would as- 
suredly be regarded as a philanthropist of the highest 
type by the millions of suffering human beings whore 
necessary rest is destroyed by the crowing of cocks 
from midnight to the dawn of day.” 

It seems to us that the man or woman who objects to 
the glorious call of the crowing cock must have a trifle 
of the pessimist in the blood, especially in the morning 
after a bad or joyful nigh'. There is nothing but cour- 
age, fortitude and ambition in the call of chanticleer, 
announcing the approach of another day in which we are 
to do and dare, to embrace Dame Fortune and conquer. 
A lusty crow is never negative, but always positive—an 
element that all of us at times need in our business. In 
spite of this, your night worker and day sleeper finds 
chanticleer’s shrill and high-sounding notes at times 
annoying, and since this sort of people are all city 
workers rather than followers of the outdoor life, some- 
thing may be said in their behalf. For instance, city 
people can keep a few hens for eggs without males. This 
preciudes breeding, but when beyond the age of profit- 
able egg production the hens could be disposed of for 
eating purposes and pullets purchased from some respon- 
sible breeder to take their place. In this way a neigh- 
borhood or locality might be kept quiet for lazy people 
in the early morning. As to eliminating the crow, you 
might as well try to take the laugh out of a man or the 
smile from a woman. God in his wisdom gave male 
poultry the privilege to crow. Unless cocks are all 
killed, we take it for granted that the practice will con-

Curing Smyrna Figs. 


HE process of fig curing as practiced in Asia Minor 
is simplicity itself. The fruit dries naturally on the 
trees and drops when perfectly cured. They are then 
collected and spread out on serghis, or smooth, hard 
beaten pieces of prepared ground, measuring usually ten 
yards by two, and sloping slightly, so that any rain fall- 
ing may run off immediately, where they remain four 
to eight days, according to the weather conditions, to 
dry thoroughly. They are then tightly packed in jute or 
woolen bags and shipped to the markets. 
| The figs to be packed in boxes are simply sorted into 
various sizes, rolled roughly into shape and then pressed 
into the boxes by the workers, whose hands are kept 
_ moist with sea water, or, in places where that is not to 
de had, with a brine of water and common salt. | 
About 80 per cent. of the fig trees are entirely depen- 
dent upon the rainfall for water supply, the last rains 
being generally early in May. In those districts where 
| there is an abundant water supply, the trees are irri- 
gated once in the month of June and once in July, and 
| these plantations, without exception, produce the thin- 
skinned and juicy figs, which are the best quality. The 
trees that have not been regularly irrigated from the 
time of their planting are seriously damaged if irrigated 
upon reaching maturity.—[California Fruit Grower.

Many Giving Up Meat. 


is interesting and encouraging to note the growth 
| of the popularity of the fleshless dietary. On all 

sides you meet people who say that they have greatly 
reduced, if not entirely abandoned the use of flesh foods, 
to their great advantage, physically and mentally. This 
reform, so far as the United States is concerned, is un- 
doubtedly largely due to the teachings of the Care of the 
Body department and of several other excellent hygienic 
publications, which have been preaching the gospel of a 
rational bloodless dietary. 


From Dawson, in distant Yukon Territory, not far 
from the Arctic Circle, comes the following communica- 
tion to the editor of the Care of the Body, from Rook 
Brothers, of that enterprising northern metropolis: 


“We shall watch for the article by the Colorado physi- 
clan on salt. We quit the use of salt over a year ago, 
and we quit meat of all kinds over two years ago, and 
our health is much improved. We want to encourage 
you in the good work you are doing. The ‘Care of the 
Body’ is of more interest to us than all the rest of the 
Magazine. We read it first. We will close out here 
this summer and go to Southern California. We shall 
be in Los Angeles, and may see you. Keep the good 
work going; you are doing more good than you think.“ 

It is interesting to note that these correspondents, liv- 
ing in such a cold climate, are not only able to do with- 
out meat, but find themselves benefited by avoiding it. 
Yet some people think they must have flesh food at least 
once a day, in such a mild climate as Southern Califor- 
nia. 

It is generally supposed that flesh foods are absolutely 
necessary in a very cold climate, yet Arctic explorers 
have proved that oat meal and corn meal supply the 
dietetic wants of man in the frozen North more satis- 
factorily than flesh food. For animal fat, substitute 
nuts or dried olives, which are convenient to transport 
and keep. 

A dispatch recently published in The Times announced 
that a crusade for vegetarianism in high circles will be 
conducted this summer by Mrs. Sherman, wife of the 
Vice-President, and Mrs. Bryce, wife of the British Am- 
bassador. Mrs. Mary Foote Henderson, wife of ex-Sena- | 
tor J. B. Henderson, has for years been an enthusiastic 
advocate of a reformed dietary, as well as an active op- 
ponent of the use of alcohol. Her most valuable book, 
“The Aristocracy of Health” was reviewed here several 
years ago, 

Vegetarianism has been making grea. strides of late 
in England. At the annrfal Congress of the Vegetarian 
Federation of Great Britain, held recently in London, 
several of the most prominent physicians of the British 

capital spoke, and many women of the aristocracy were 
present. The secretary reported among distinguished 
members the following: Duchess of Portland, Lady 
Paget, Lady Gwendolen Herbert, the Marchioness of 
Anglesea, and Lady Henry Somerset. 

Some people, who have not given this subject thor- 
ough investigation, regard abstention from flesh foods 
as something peculiar and faddish. They are entirely 
wrong. ‘The flesh eaters are peculiar. Were it not for 
the fact that we have been accustomed from childhood to 
see portions of the carcasses of living creatures hanging 
up in butcher shops we should regard the slaying and 
eating of sentient, warm-blooded animals as unnatural 
and horrible, and only a short remove from cannibal- 
ism, as it really is. In Scott’s “Ivanhoe” he tells how, 
when the sheep of the laborer was prepared for the Nor- 


the ills that afflict poor humanity, such as that dread 
disease cancer, are practically unknown among those 
who abstain from flesh foods. There is, indeed, every- 
thing to be said in favor of a fleshless dietary, and noth- 
ing to be said for it. Flesh eating is unnecessary, un- 
natural and harmful. 

Remember, however, once more, that the mere drop- 
ping of flesh food from the dietary may, from a hygienic 
point of view, be not a step forward, but a step back- 
ward. As frequently stated here, a simple meal of lean 
meat and a salad is less harmful, from a hygienic view- 
point, than the mixed-up mess of slops, starches and 
sweets which so many vegetarians indulge in. This is 
the reason why those who give up the use of flesh foods 
sometimes declare that it is a failure, and return to the 
flesh pots of Egypt.

| Garbage-Fed Hogs. 


HAT a local contemporary refers to as the “long, 

weary, sickening, and suspicious delay” over the 
question of disposing of the city garbage of the city of 
Los Angeles has come to an end, the City Council hav- 
ing instructed the Board of Public Works to advertise 
for bids. The specifications call for three methods of 
garbage disposal—by incineration, reduction, or hog feed- 
ing. The hog feeding must be done not less than five 
miles from the city limits. 

That will not make the flesh of hogs fed on garbage 
any less dangerous to those who consume it. As conclu- 
sively shown in these columns, hogs fed upon swill and 
garbage inevitably contract cholera of the bowels. They 
are utterly unfit for human food. Many mysterious ail- 
ments are undoubtedly due to the eating of such filthy 
flesh. The City Health Officer of Los Angeles has warned 
the Council against permitting this practice. Yet, not- 
withstanding all this, the Council calmly goes to 
work and does this thing, for the sake of the money 
there is in it. A disgtace to a great and wealthy city 
like Los Angeles. | 

Should any one of the members of the Council who 
voted for this ordinance die a death of agony from the 
effects of eating the flesh of garbage-fed swine, the edi- 
tor of the Care of the Body will not be inclined to drop 
many briny tears upon his bier, for that man will un- 
doubtedly have been indirectly responsible for suffering 
and death on part of hundreds or thousands of others, 
should the garbage feeders offer more money and have 


their contract accepted by the city.

Ptomaine Poisoning. 


ASES of ptomaine poisoning have become much 

more frequent of late. Scarcely a week passes in 
which one does not read in the papers of some case of 
this kind. Only a few weeks ago, in Northern Califor- 
nia, several thousand people, including the Governor 
of the State, were poisoned in this manner, at a lunch 
following the launching of a war vessel. Since then 
nearly a hundred Free Masons, attending a banquet at 
Vincennes, Ind., were poisoned. 

This greater frequency of ptomaine poisoning is un- 
doubtedly largely due to the great increase in the con- 
sumption of canned meats, cold-storage meats, and 
meats treated with preservatives. The decomposition 
arrested by cold storage sets in with greater rapidity 
after the food is removed into a warmer atmosphere. 

Ptomaine poisoning is mainly caused by flesh foods, 
although it is due sometimes to other highly nitroge- 
nous foods, such as beans. Sausages are particularly 
liable to be affected In this way. 

Prof. M. E. Jaffa, of the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion of the University of California at Berkeley, was re- 
cently quoted as saying: 

“In all my experience and experiments.I have never 
found dangerous ptomaines to develop in fruit and vege- 
tables. The dangerous ones only develop in meat, fish, 


| yeast, cheese, and ice cream.” 


It is a good precaution always to eat some raw green 


ton, or mouton,“ while the Anglo-Saxon ox beeame | 
beef, or “boeuf.” We eat flesh food because it is fixed 
up and disguised by skillful cooks. If every one who | 
indulged in flesh had first to catch the animal, slay it, 
disembowel it, and cut it up, don’t you think that the 
rank of the vegetarians would be greatly enlarged? 
Suppose that instead of sitting down at an elegantly- 
appointed table, covered with shiny white linen, cut | 
glass, silver, and flowers, and ordering of a waiter in 
evening dress a beef steak “A la“ something or other, 
you should be forced to repair to a slaughter-house, and 
there say to the blood-stained butcher: “Cut me the 
throat of that brown-eyed ox, and then slice me a few 
pieces of flesh from its flanks.” In that case, do- vou 
believe that you would consume flesh food quite so often 
as, perhaps, you do now? 
In his book “The New Ethics,” J. Howard Moore tells 
*how Remenyi, the violinist, narrated to him that a mu- 
sical friend, when driven from one position to another 
in defense of his carnivorism, finally refused to budge, 
because he said: What should we do for catgut?” This 
is on a par with many of the foolish arguments advanced 
in favor of the asserted necessity of eating flesh food. 
That a fleshless diet conduces to clearness of intellect, 


— 


thoroughly proved that no intelligent person who has 
given the subject a thorough investigation attempts now- | 
adays to question it. In tests of endurance, flesh eaters 

do not begin to be in it with the vegetarians. Many of 


these green leaves aid, to some extent, in neutralizing 


the poison, although they will not entirely counteract 


it. Also, it is a fact—although our prohibition friends 
may think that the fact should not be published—that 
alcohol tends to neutralize the effects of these poisons. 


| In Germany it was noted, in a case where a number 
of people suffered from ptomaipe poisoning, that those 


who drank wine freely either were not affected, or suf- 
fered onh a mild attack. This is not an argument in 


favor of alcohol with poisonous foods, but against the 


use of such foods. 

“Bacterial Food Poisoning” is the title of a book of 
128 pages by Prof. Dr. A. Dieudonne, of Munich, trans- 
lated by Dr. C. F. Bolduan, of New York. (Published 


by E. B. Treat & Co., New York.) The author divides 


the poisoning due to the eating of meat into three varie- 
ties, as follows: 

“1. Poisoning due to the eating of meat from dis- 
eased animals. (This form is usually associated with 
the bacillus enteritidis or bacillus paratyphi.)

“3 Poisoning due to ‘sausage poison.” (This is pro-

The whole medical world 
denounces him as a base, impudent, and unprincipled 
charlatan. Yet to him the same medical world is more 
indebted for the present system of allopathic drugging 
than to all other phyisicians who have ever lived. 

Even red rubber teeth plates, colored with vermilion, 
a product of mercury, will sometimes cause blood poison- 
ing, paralysis and death. 

Beware of mercury in any form. 

It would be humorous if it were not sad to note that 
while political doctors are persecuting and prosecuting 
honest men, who give natural treatments, such as rub- 
bing and baths, these same “regular” doctors are per- 
mitted by the authorities to put this deadly drug into 
the bodies of men, women and children. 


More About the Mocking-Bird. 


HE statement recently made by the editor of the 

Care of the Body that the much-praised and admired 
mocking-bird is a disturber of the peace and a public 
nuisance, when he lives in cities, has called forth sev- 
eral protests from esteemed correspondents. Among 
others, the following communication has been received 
from W. Scott Way of Glendora, secretary of the Audu- 
bon Society of California, that is doing good work in the 
protection of wild birds. Mr. Way writes as follows: 

“I have usually indorsed the no-drug recommendations 
and anti-cutting creed of the ‘Care of the Body’ man, but 
a paragraph in your department today, in which you cry 
aloud against the matchless mocker, leads me to say 
that, for a man who does not love the splendid mocking- 
bird, and is so ‘sour’ inside and out that its match- 
less song cannot reach his soul to draw him in closer 
touch with Nature and move him to a greater apprecia- 
tion of God's best gifts to man, I would prescribe, as one 
dose, about half a pound of calomel and a gallon of cas- 
tor ofl.

The editor of the Care of the Body could not refrain 
from smiling when he received this letter. If he has one 
weak—or strong—point, it is his affectionate sympathy 
for animals of all kinds. Perbaps there is no one on the 
Pacific Coast who during the past thirty years has writ- 
ten more on behalf of those who are unable to plead for 
themselves. In these columns scarcely a month has 
passed, during the past ten years, in which some protest 
has not been published against cruelty to animals— 
against the torture of unfortunate fur-bearing animals, 
that die a slow and agonizing death in traps; against 
the wearing by women of egret feathers, the 
gathering of which results in the slow starva- 
tion of thousands of young birds; against the 
theory that the slaying of harmless animals may be 
regarded as “sport,” and against many other forms of 
cruelty, most of which are due, not to deliberate inhu- 
manity, but to the fact that most people do not think 
what these things really mean. | 
As to the mocking-birds, they are all right where they 
belong—in the forests. When heard from a distance, on a 
moonlight night, their note is pleasing. When, however, 
a pair of able-bodied mockers locate themselves directly 
under a person's window, and during about sixteen hours 
of the twenty-four, continue to emit their shrill, raucous, 
unmelodious, persistent shrieks, while a man is endeav- 
oring to write an article or get some sleep, these birds 
are then, most assuredly, as the editor of the Care of the 
Body has said, disturbers of the peace, and public 
nuisances. They are worse than the cock that crows, 
about which we have been reading so many protests in 
the local papers of late, because that bird, at least, gives 
us a few intervals of repose between its high notes. 
Now, will Mr. Way, perhaps, take a little castor oil 
himself, and then, after he has cooled off, he may possi- 
bly realize how unreasonable and unjust he has been?

“According to the scripture, Christ Himself had but 
one raiment, and in view of the facts mentioned, it is 
no improbability, for His body was in a perfect condi- 
tion, pure and full of life-giving vitality, which is bene- 
ficial to everything it comes in contact with, preserving 
its structure and organization.”
